But the point is 
Edmonton has not shown itself able to meet 
relief costs out of revenue, any more than 
Toronto has done so 

Edmonton has only tried to do that—and 


wound up at the end of each year with a deficit 
as large or larger than the costs, which suc- 
cessive deficits are now carried as floating debt 
and will eventually have to be converted into 
fixed debt. The difference is that Toronto, with 
better judgment, did not even try to meet its 
costs out of revenue, but capitalized them year 
by year—admission and proof that it could ne 
80 meet them 

Besides costs of administration, which both 
cities pay or try to pay out of revenue, Edmce 
ton is this year attempting to pay $450,000 relief 
costs, while Toronto, with eight times the popu- 
lation and a hundred times the wealth, is pay- 
ing only $1,017,124 on relief account. 

If Toronto is paying relief on a proportionate 
scale, and were paying it out of revenue, its 
relief bill for the present year would be 
$3,600,000. But because it capitaliz relief, 
Toronto's relief taxation averages $1.60 per head 
of population Edmonton's relief taxation 
amounts to $5.60 per head of population. 

If Toronto is justified in capitaliz its relief

The fluoroscope is of particular value in 
studying prolapsed organs. Through its use, 
the examining doctor can tell if the stomach and 
large intestine have fallen. Also, it is during 
the fluoroscopic examination that the presence 
of adhesions is confirmed. During the time 
that the patient is under the fluoroscope it is not 
possible to see the adhesions but they may be 
located by reaching into the abdomen and 
moving the organs with the fingers. When the 
examining doctor finds a spot which is limited 
in movement, remaining fixed or tight, he 
knows that he has located adhesions. Certain-
